attorney for Anne Hutchinson, judge, or jury member 
The students learned about the trial from 1637 and the 
facts leading up to it. 

During a particularly harsh winter, the General 
Court of Massachusetts Bay, Governor John Winthrop pre- 
siding, banished Anne Hutchinson from the colony, stat- 
ing that she was "a woman not fit for our society" because 
of her religious beliefs. In this trial, Anne Hutchinson had 
no lawyer defending her and faced 49 powerful and well- 
educated men. 

In the "Goerges Classroom" Mock Trial, there 
were three separate verdicts: the jury found her guilty; the 
judges found her not guilty; and the six witnesses were 
split. However, since it was a criminal trial with a higher 
burden of proof, Anne Hutchinson was not banished from 
the colony in the Goerges Classroom Mock Trial. But Gov- 
ernor John Winthrop can always appeal.

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Natural History 
Learning About Vulnerable Vernal Pools 

By Nancy MacKenzie 
Elizabeth Leidhold, Program Director at the 

Marion Natural History Museum, has been facilitating 
workshops that teach children about the environment for 
over 16 years. "Vernal Pools" is one of her favorites and 
the kids who attended last week loved it, too. 

Ms. Leidhold explained the importance of vernal 
pools to a very enthusiastic group of participants who 
gathered around her on the floor to watch a slide presen- 
tation about the diverse animals and insects that depend 
on the vulnerable fresh water pools for survival. Most 
kids were already familiar with vernal pools and shared 
their own experiences with Wood Frogs, Bull Frogs and 
various salamanders as Ms. Leidhold changed slides. But 
many did not realize that vernal pools, which often dry 
up in the winter, are at risk of being destroyed by devel- 
opers who want to fill them in. 

Wood Frogs lay their eggs carefully in the center 
of the vernal pool, attaching the eggs to vegetation that 
might grows in shallow waters, to protect the eggs from 
turtles, birds, and snakes who come to feast on them. 
These frogs "make a quacking sound" and many people 
mistake them for ducks. 

Such creatures as the Leopard Frog, Pickaril Frog, 
Four-Toed Salamander, and Blue Spotted Salamander 
return to the same vernal pools year-after-year to mate.

When the pools are destroyed, she explained, the crea- 
tures have no where to go because they are programmed 
only to return to their specific habitat. This explains why 
we often see turtles, frogs, and even salamanders cross- 
ing roads. They aren't lost; they're trying to return to 
their original habitat for seasonal mating rituals. Experts 
say that the animals will try to get back for at least seven 
years after the vernal pool is destroyed.

They 
were able to see the heart and lungs of several insects. 
They carefully examined the frogs and insects, returning 
them to their buckets so Ms. Leidhold could take them 
back to the vernal pools. 

Ms. Leidhold runs ongoing after school programs 
for kids, as well as summer programs including "Life 
along the Shore" for children in first and second grade, 
and "Watershed Exploration" for third and fourth grad- 
ers. Additionally, there is an ongoing Robotics Program 
for children in grade four and up. Many of the programs 
involve outside treks in the woods or by the sea. 

Several adult programs are coming up soon and 
will be held at the Marion Music Hall. Both "Roasted 
World," a special presentation about global warming, and 
another program on African wildlife will be held in May.

'Dream' Come True 
ORR Drama Does La Mancha Proud

Man of La Mancha was a complete success for the 
Old Rochester Regional Drama Qub and Director Paul 
Sardinha. Both Friday and Saturday nights were almost 
sold out and the Sunday afternoon matinee was brim-full, 
too. 

Paul Sardinha opened the show by thanking 
the audience for its "gift of validation. Your showing up 
makes a world of difference," he said. Indeed, the audi- 
ence was riveted to the show with its impressive and 
elaborate set and the dynamic presentation of drama, 
music, and comedy. 

Man of La Mancha is a musical set in Spain in the 
16th century. As the curtain rises, Miguel De Cervantes is 
thrown in prison with his sidekick, Sancho. The two have 
been arrested for submitting a tax bill which caused the 
foreclosure of the king's church (Cervantes picked up the 
tax collector side-job to pay the bills). Once incarcerated, 
Cervantes is put on "trial" by the "Governor," an antago- 
nistic inmate who controls the prison population. The 
Governor charges Cervantes with being an "idealist and a 
poet." Cervantes pleads guilty and requests that he be al- 
lowed to plead his case in dramatic fashion. The Governor 
agrees and as Cervantes transforms into Don Quixote, a 
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knight errant on a quest "to right all wrongs," the audi- 
ence begins to witness a play within a play. Don Quixote 
assigns roles to the reluctant prisoner-turned-actors as the 
play progresses. 

This show was beautifully choreographed. At 
any point in the play there were 20 to 30 actors onstage. 
The musical included elaborate movement and fighting

scenes — none were out of step. The songs performed by 
Chelsie Nectow, a freshman at ORR, who played the part 
of Aldonza and Dulcinea, were particularly impressive. 
Also beautiful was the trio "I'm Only Thinking of Him," 
and quartet "We're Only Thinking of Him," sung by Lucy 
Tarowski, Michael Amaral, Kaylin Cruz and Evan Berry. 
Aaron Valente (Sancho) did a beautiful job with his tribute 
song "I Really Like Him."

ORR Musi- 
cal Director Steven Rogers led the 16-member band. On 
Sunday, the band was short one percussionist, so Mack 
Williamson played two parts. Also noted is Scott Bis- 
sonnette on guitar, who had a lead role. Nancy Sparklin, 
who played the piano, said that despite the fact that it 
was the last day of production "the orchestra and drama 
club were all psyched up because there are lots of seniors 
involved in the production." 

Andrew Morse, an ORR student solely responsi- 
ble for sound production, played some remarkable Span- 
ish music before the play started and during intermission. 
Nova Menco is the name of that CD. 

During intermission, the audience packed the 
halls outside of the auditorium. Clearly, everyone was 
enjoying the production.

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

April 4, 2006

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, April 4 at 7:00 pm by 
Chairman Jonathan Henry. Also present were Selectman 
Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman David Pierce, Town Adminis- 
trator Jack Dolan, and Secretary Helene Craver 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
March 21 meeting and then met with the members of the 
Marion 2015 Committee and Dr Clyde Barrow from the 
UMass Dartmouth Center for Policy Analysis at 7:02 pm 
for an update on their progress. 

"We've tried to at least come up with some report 
because many of the issues (facing Marion) are very com- 
plex," said Committee Chairman Carl Ribeiro, referring to 
the fact that they've been working at this for the past two 
years. 

"The Task Force was first charged on March 9, 
2004 ... and the original expectation was this would take 
about 12 months, but it finally took two years to com- 
plete," Dr Barrow added. "The idea was to come up with 
some guidance and suggestions to assist the town over 
the next ten-year period." 

After conducting interviews with residents and 
various town boards, the prevailing goal of the town 
seems to be to maintain Marion's quality of life in terms 
of affordability and rural character as an historic, sea-

FELINE DRINKING HABITS 

My cat likes to drink from the faucet, the shower floor, and 
the saucer under my plants when I water them.

Unless the cats verbal skills improve mark- 
edly we will probably never know for sure why she 
is picky about her water sources.

Would you 
share a water glass with a family member if they were 
always sticking their tonges in the glass and you only 
received fresh water once a day?

in Marion. According to Mr. Jones, the committee feels by 
better educating the public about the project, they would 
get more support from voters. 

"We only missed, in this last vote, by a very, very 
small amount," Mr. Jones said. "We hope this time we'll 
be able to convince people of the need for a Police Sta- 
tion." 

"The plan that we're coming (back) to you with 
is the same ... but the revised cost estimate has gone up 
about 15 percent," Chief Miller said. "We're now look- 
ing at a cost of $3.4 million ... but we can't go any lower. 
Labor costs have increased, materials have gone up, and 
if s only going to get more expensive." 

Selectman Jeffrey suggested getting the word 
out to residents via various outlets, including a program 
produced for public access television. 

"I think people (in the past) questioned the need 
for a large facility," Selectman Jeffrey said. "And they also 
wanted to know why it cost so much." 

"Apparently we haven't reached enough people," 
Mr. Jones said. "And, yes, we'll use other methods. We 
welcome having people come to the station and tour it. 
We want to do whatever possible to make sure people 
understand the need." 

"The building is simply grossly inadequate and 
antiquated for contemporary police standards," Mr. Dolan 
added, noting he toured the Police Station shortly after 
beginning his tenure in Marion. "I would recommend that

instead of people going to the Police Station, we bring the 
Police Station to them through a video tour." 

"We've spent a lot of time with Chief Miller going 
over the politics of the situation and the narrow losses," 
said Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Dr Richard 
Kemp. "I think it's just a mathematical fact that the longer 
we wait, the more it's going to cost. If we wait, we could 
be spending upwards of $5 million." 

Chairman Henry said he wanted to remind the 
public that Tabor Academy has already donated the land 
on which to build a new Police Station and the overall 
cost would be that much more if the town had to also 
purchase the property. "It's not an offer that comes with 
strings attached and it's still an open offer," he said, "but 
the longer we wait, the more expensive labor and materi- 
als are going to be." 

"The $3.4 million is the whole cost of the project 
— all the engineering fees, communications equipment ... 
everything has been factored into that cost to move into 
the (new) building," Chief Miller said.

improve its aesthetic look. On a similar note, the floats at 
Island Wharf, which were defeated as a $20,000 request 
via Town Meeting, have been replaced through the efforts 
of Harbormaster Michael Cormier with donated materials 
from Tabor Academy. 

Mr. Dolan also noted the Gateway Health Group's 
new rates are saving the town over $80,000 this year when 
compared with the Plymouth County Health Care Plan. 
"Plymouth County announced a 12 percent increase in 
their rates," Mr. Dolan said. 

As to Board of Health and Planning Board staff- 
ing concerns, Mr. Dolan noted they have advertised for 
both a part-time and full-time position, and they expect 
to move the offices into the former Department of Public 
Works (DPW) space in the Marion Town House later in 
the week.

At 7:05 pm the board revisited a recent request 
from Steven Sol to remove an estimated 40 acres of 
property located on Featherbed Lane from a Chapter 61B 
conservation restriction with the intention of a prospec- 
tive sale. Citing an e-mail from Town Counsel Daniel 
Perry, Chairman Laboa noted "statutory rules for right of 
first refusal under Chapter 61B are sketchy" and, as such, 
it would be best for the town to waive their right of first 
refusal and release the property as requested. Given the 
town doesn't have the financial resources at present to 
purchase the land which has been valued at $1.4 million, 
this seemed to be the best option. 

"Our Town Counsel is telling us we're not fight- 
ing the good fight with going after (this parcel)," Chair- 
man Laboa said. "The submittal, although questionable, 
does contain the right legal information for the board to 
accept. I don't believe even (the Rochester Land Trust) is 
capable of buying the land ... they don't have the resourc- 
es right now." 

Resident Daniel McGann questioned why the 
town wouldn't be able to purchase the parcel since it was 
deemed, to the best of his knowledge, largely unbuildable

But the board said they could only act on the 
request before them, to wit: make a bonafide offer to pur- 
chase the land or release it from the conservation restric- 
tion. 

"This is just the beginning of a very long process," 
Mr. Huntoon said. "This is only one small aspect — just 
taking the property out of the tax situation it's in." 

"What we're looking at right now is a pretty 
clear-cut decision with whether the town and the (Roch- 
ester) Land Trust can afford to buy this property right 
now," Chairman Laboa said. "Obviously, if the value of 
the property stays about where it is right now, the answer 
is no. Even if it comes down to $1.2 million from $1.4 mil- 
lion, we're still not going to be able to buy it."

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Movie Meltdown

"Ice Age has awoken the box office. The 
theatrical experience is far from dead." So said 
Bruce Snyder, president of 20th Century-Fox 
distribution, crowing over the $68 million 
'I success of Fox's Ice Age : The Meltdown last 
weekend. Tell that to Sony, which released the 
DOA Basic Instinct 2 the same weekend, or 
Universal, which launched the non-starter Slither. 
Granted, the latter two had strikes against them: Slither was a quirky 
horror-comedy, a hard sell to the squeamish mass audience; and Basic 
Instinct 2 was widely dismissed as garbage, and not even fun garbage. 
Still,/ce Age's triumph does portend something — that our movie theaters 
have by and large turned into Chuck E. Cheese. And the studios are more 
than eager to cater to moviegoers who don't remember when Reagan (or 
even Clinton) was president. 

More and more of you have been ignoring the weekly offerings at 
the multiplexes and scratching your cinematic itch via Blockbuster or 
Netflix. TTiere are a great many reasons for that — the expense, the hassle, 
the annoyance factor of loud talkers — but I submit that, increasingly, 
what you see when you look at the movie Ustings is simply not for you. 
Considerwhat'sopeningthis coming weekend: TheBenchwarmers, Lucky 
Number Slevin, Phat Girlz, and Take the Lead — all aimed at a young 
demographic. The weekend after that? Scary Movie 4 and the kiddie toon 
The Wild. After that? American Dreamz, The Sentinel, and Silent Hill. And 
we're not even into the summer-flick season yet. 

What you won't be seeing in the film Ustings, unless you live near a 
theater that supports independent film, are more adult-oriented movies like 
Friends with Money, Thank You for Smoking (which has been platforming 
slowly for the past few weeks). The Notorious Bettie Page, or Art School 
Confidential. You'll have to wait to Netflix those in a few months. Then 
Holljrwood harangues you on Oscar night with obnoxious guilt-trips about 
waiting for DVD — as if you had a choice. 

Grownups like movies, too. Occasionally a mature movie breaks 
through to a grateful audience — last year's Best Picture winner Crash 
was the sleeper success of last summer ($54 miUion), and Brokeback 
Mountain, at $82 miUion, performed way above expectations. But fewer 
and fewer such movies are made, because fewer and fewer such movies 
make money, because fewer and fewer such movies are given a release 




that could make any money. It's a vicious circle. And the only reason 
Crash and Brokeback (or Capote or Good Night and Good Luck, two other 
Oscar contenders) even got made was that their casts and crews agreed to 
work for peanuts. You think Tom Hanks is doing The Da Vinci Code for 
peanuts? 

Peter Jackson's King Kong was supposed to be the blockbuster that 
changed the equation — a big entertaiimient for the whole family. It made 
a lot of bank, but it also cost a lot of bank — making Titanic look like 
a scrawny cappuccino flick starring Steve Buscemi. fii the end, another 
family fihn. The Chronicles ofNarnia, outperformed Kong, whose long 
running time surely kept a lot of people away . . . and just as surely explains 
why the Kong DVD is flying off the shelves now: at home, you can pause 
it and go to the bathroom. According to a self-congratulatory email I just 
received from Special Ops Media, Kong sold $ 100 miUion worth of DVDs 
in its first six days. This is what HoUywood is complaining about? 

I talk to a lot of you who stUl enjoy quaUty films for adults, despite 
Hollywood's growing disinterest in them and in your ticket money. Some 
of you drive out to Falmouth to see something interesting, others to the 
Avon in Providence, stUl others to Boston. You shouldn't have to, but you 
do. The Bijou in Fairhaven used to cater to you. It closed. Cinema 140 in 
New Bedford used to do what it could to carry indie films. It closed, too. 
There are a lot of you, but sadly not enough of you to pay the rent for 
these places. So you drive out of your way, or, more Ukely, wait for the 
sUm red envelope from Netflix. And then HoUywood wonders why. 

It's nice that the movie studios remember the Uttle butts in theater 
seats. Not so long ago — untU Disney and Pixar made the kid business 
lucrative again in the late '80s and early '90s — hardly anything decent 
was out there for kids. And kids certainly could do worse than the Ice Age 
films, or the Harry Potter series. But HoUywood should also remember 
theirparents and grandparents. Who do they thinkspent that $68 mUUon on 
Ice Age last weekend? OccasionaUy, those ticket-buyers might even want 
to watch films that don't involve teen sorcerers or hungry squirrels.
